AT THE USILTON HOME 


Then Known as Bucking­ 
ham, Bristol Was Site for 
One of Earliest Villages 


When members of Bucks County 
Chapter. D a u n te rs of the American 
Revolution, met at the residence of 
Mrs. James K IJsHton, Bristol It. I) 
2. on Monday, they heard the fol­ 
lowing paper on “Old Bristol ' read 
by Mrs. Franklin I’. Stow, of Lang­ 
horne:

Among the earliest projects of | 
our colonial ancestors, who settled 
on the land bordering the Delaware , 
River, was the

One of these, which 
claimed their first attention, w as .

Delaware,

Neahamlny I

then 
called the town

Buckingham. 
I he story of Old Bristol is a sub 
jret that embraces the history of a 
town that was once our county*# 
capitol and the only seaport in it 
It enjoys the distinction of being 
the second oldest borough in the 
state and wherein many Interesting 
events have transpired in the past 
25ti years. 
It is an error to suppose that 
Friends were the first to settle our 
county. 
Years before Penn** a r ­ 
rival a few Dutch. Swedes and 
Finns were on the Delaware lie 
tween Falls and the Schuylkill, liv­ 
ing in the crudest of log cabins, by 
hunting, fishing and trailing with 
the Indians A few english settled 
on tho river in Falls Township in 
1678. on land granted them by the 
Duke of York. One of tin* earliest 
Littlish travelers down the Dela­ 
ware was George Fox. the eminent 
Friend In the fall of 1672 on his 
way from Long Island to Maryland

Thanks to a long period of businrss’ike administration under 
R epublican Party principles, die ta* rate in Hucks I ounty is one 
of the low rates am ong the sixty-seven counties in Pennsylvania.
